Closely  allied  to  the  periodically  re¬ 
curring  claims  for  the  production  of  per¬ 
petual  motion  are  the  class  of  exhibi. 
tions  which  have  been  profitable  to  their 
inventors  by  organizing  companies 
through  active  promoters,  upon  evi¬ 
dence,  for  instance,  that  a  few  drops  of 
water  can  produce  a  pressure  of  10,000 
pounds  per  square  inch,  as  though  this 
was  tantamount  to  the  performance  of  a 
useful  amount  of  work. 

Again,  there  is  the  line  of  peeudo  ex¬ 
perimentation,  based  upon  the  oft  re¬ 
peated  assertion  that  harmony  of  sound 
can  set  up  such  motion  as  to  produce 
large  mechanical  effects,  such  as  the 
rotation  of  machines,  or  act  with  ex¬ 
plosive  power  in  guns.  All  such  devices 
may  properly  be  considered  as  perpetual 
motion  machines,  for  in  snch  oases  the 
power  manifested  is  much  greater  than 
that  required  for  its  initiation,  and  it 
must  follow  that  the  machine,  after 
supplying  itself  with  such  initiatory 
excitement,  will  have  much  surplus  en¬ 
ergy  left  over  for  useful  purposes,  if  the 
facts  are  as  stated.  In  fact,  such  suiplus 
energy  bas  been  looked  far  by  the  pro¬ 
moters,  but  has  not  yet  sp  far  revealed 
itself  aa  to  render  feasible  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  machines  of  practical  use  and 
commercial  value. 

The  means  to  carry  on  exhibitions  of 
such  reputed  inventions  are  obtained 
from  widely  scattered  sources.  Gener¬ 
ally  those  who  have  furnished  the  capi¬ 
tal  are  not  interested  in  the  exposure  of 
the  frauds  or  do  not  realize  that  advan¬ 
tage  is  being  taken  of  their  credulity, 
while  those  who  are  not  pecuniarily  in-  _ 
terested  are  afforded  no  opportunity  to  ^ 

prove  tbe  correctness  of  their  amump- 
tion  as  to  the  fraudulent  nature  of  the 
display.  The  floating  of  su£h  schemes  is 
much  too  easy,  us  the  ordinary  tendency 
of  the  human  mind  is  to  freely  believe 
that  remarkable  results  may  be  obtained 
from  modem  scientific  methods.  This 
faith  leads  many  to  venture  at  least 
tbe  hope  that

CROMWELL'S  FIRST  STATUE 

>  Iiuago  of  Wood  and  Wex  Carried 
Through  I. on, loll  In  1088. 

When  fill  word  Bnrroqgh,  tbe  Quaker 
“Apostle  of  Loudon,’'  whom 
Fox  called  his  “Shn  of  Thondek, 
pawing  through  C'huring  Cross  an  bis 
way  to  the  city,  dpoti  the  “22d  day  of 
‘  1858,  he  found  the 
with  people.  “The 
horse  and  foot,  ’  ’  says 
•topped  my  horse  and 
said  I  might  hot  bass  that  way.  Nei¬ 
ther,  indeed,  I  will,”  adds  he,  “by  rea¬ 
son  of  the  throng  !of  people.  ” 

When  he  inquired  the  reason  of  “this 
thronging  and  pressing  of  mnltatadea," 
he  was  tpld  that  tihey  all  oamodut  “only 
to  see  a  dead  imago  and  invented  fea¬ 
ture,  without  life|or  breath, which  would 
be  carried  this  way.  “  It  was  not  the 
great  Protector’s  body,  but  a  dead  image 
of  wood  or  wax,  arrayed  aud  decked 
with  foolish  inventions,  aud  it  “was  to 
be  carried  from  place  to  place  that  day 
between  Somerset  House  awl  Westmin¬ 
ster,  as  was  usual  iu  the  time  of  popery, 
for  multitudes  of  foolish  people  to  gaze 
upon  and  wonder  after  aud  admire.  ” 
Tbe  Zealous  Quaker  thought  the  statue 
of  Oliver  Cromwell  all  the  more  an  in¬ 
sult  to  his  memory  because  “he  wa» 
once  a  great  instrument  in  the  hands  of 
the  Lord  to  break  down  many  idola¬ 
trous  i  pmges  and  grievous  idols.  And 
have  tihey  now,  said  my  spirit,  made  a 
oostly  image  of  him?  And  are  such  as 
were  ouce  his  soldiers,  who  pulled  down 
images  and  crosses,  and  all  snch  popiah- 
like  staff  wherever  they  met  with  it, 
now  guarding  his  image  and  watching 
over  it,  and  his  children  and  officer* 
following  it,  multitudes  of  the  inhabit¬ 
ants  ctf  London  gazing  after  it?  This  ia 
sad,  said  L  and  a  great  pity.  Is  this 
tbe  end  and  final  farewell  of  cnoe  nobis 
Oliver?” 

Edward  Burroogh  concluded  that  it 
was  “a  judgement ’’  upon  Cromwell  to 
be  thus  wronged  after  hia  death,  because 
be  had  suffered  the  servants  of  the  Lord 
(the  Quakers)  lo  bp  persecuted  and  im¬ 
prisoned  for  crying  against  such  things 
’  He  says  that  Cromwell 
himself  would  have  been  angry  at  it 
'I  knew  the  man  when  he  was  living 
and  had  the  knowledge  of  his  spirit 
And  I  am  perswaded  if  it  bad  been  asksd 
him  in  his  lifetime  if  snch  an  image 
should  bo  made  like  him,  and  then  set 
up  in  such  a  place,  I  believe  he  would 
have  denied,  I  say,  and  said,  ‘It  shall 
not  be  there  for  me,  when  I  am  dead.  ’ 
If  it  had  been  his  boneej  ”  added  the 
Qnajker,  “I  should  not  buve  had  aught 
against  it;  whereas  it  was  bat  an  image 
made  by  hands.  “  So  Burrough  went 
home  and  wrete  his  “Testirpony  Against 
Great  Idolatry.  ’’ — Westminster  Gazette.
